— | 


More Non-union Miners Compelled to 
_Abandon Work. 


Federal and State Troops Sent to 
the Scene of Trouble. 


The Strikers Preparing to Make Desper- 
- ate Resistance With Dynamite and 
Rifles—The Situation Hourly 
Grows More Threatening. 


By Telecraph to The Times. 

(Wash.,) July 12.—[By tne 
Associated Press.| The Review's spe- 
cialfrom Wardner, Idaho, says: ‘The 
strikers have had a day of uninterrupted 
victery. As aresult they are in com- 
plete possession of the mines and mills 
of the Bunker Hill and Sullivan and 
Sierra Nevada Companies. The non- 
union men have been driven out of the 
country and the men rendered desper- 
ate by the long strike and flushed with 
victory are talking confidently of meet- 
ing the militia and regular troops and 
fighting them with rifles and dynamite. 
The Bunker Hill and Sullivan millis 
now loaded with dynamite and could be 
destroyed upon a minute’s notice. To- 
night it is reported thata 

CAR OF DINAMITE 
has been sent downthe railroad track 
for the purpose of blowing upthe bridge 
of the railroad and preventing the 
troops from coming into the country. 

‘The miners expected the troops to 
arrive here this afternoon, but as they 
have not yet arrived it is feared some 
mishap has befallen them or else they 
are proceeding with the utmost caution. 

MINERS HAVE BEEN GATHERING 
all the afternoon, and this evening they 
sent out a car of dynamite. Armed 
men have left the tewn, it is supposed 
to intercept the cavalry sent from Fort 
Sherman. Excitement here is intense, 


STRIKERS’ SUCCESS. 
How the Mills Were faken—Resort to a 
3 Bogus Telegram. . 

Watuace (Idaho,) July 12.—[By the 
Associated Press.| The sheriff last 
night made an effort to collect a posse 
and go to Wardner on a special train. 
He served notices en all citizens known 
to be in active sympathy with the mine- 
10, o’clock, but 
when the sheriff started for Wardner 
only one citizen had reported. Armed 
bodies of miners were going from Wal- 
lace all the evening, and about 9 o’clock 
a large crowd went to the Union Pacific 
vards below town, took a flat car, put it 
onthe main track and started it for 
Wardner. As it is all down grade no 
trouble was experienced. The mill of 


‘| the Bunker Hill and Sullivan Company 
is located on the Union Pacific track |- 


two miles from Wardner. The miners 
during the night took possessior of this 
and sent word up to the mine that un- 
less the ‘‘scabs’’ surrendered before 9 
o’clock this morning the mill would be 
blown up. Large bodies of armed min- 
ers went up to Wardner proper and to- 
ward the mine to await the answer and 
developments. Before 9 o’clock this 
morning had arrived all the Bunker 
Hill and Sullivan forces walked out of 
the mine and surrendered. Nota shot 
was fired. Itis not yet known what 
will be done withthe non-union men 
who have surrendered. The Frisco and 
Gem companies were paying off these 
men this morning. 

(Idaho,) July" 12, 5 p-m.— 
The situation at Wardner is serious. 
The union miners in the Bunker [fill 
and Sullivan mines have not yet come 
out. Private information states that 
300 pounds of giant powder in the mill, 
with fuse attached, will be set off at 6 
o’clock if the mine owners do not come 
down 

STRIKERS SEND A BOGUS DISPATCH. 

Boise City (Idaho,) July 12.—The fol-. 
lowing dispatch purporting to be frem 
V. M. Clement, manager of the Bunker 
Hill and Sullivan mine, was a feature of 
the day:

WARDNER (Idahe,) July 12. 
. By all means delay troopsof any class 
from coming tothis section forthe next 
two days. The union miners have full pos- 
session. At present every piece of ma. 
chinery istied down. with powder ready to 
be blown up. The union is now pacified, as 
Ihave closed our works and discharged all 
the men. In two days the union will 
have left the works. Then matters may 
take their, usual course. Do not by any- 
chance fail to stop the troops from coming 
here for the next twoorthree days: Such 
a movement would resultina wholesale 
massacre of unarmed men whoare here 
‘prepared to depart. Nothing is to be 
feared, and everything is tobe gained by 
delay. The remedy is too > late b for any ac- 


tive service. 


THE FAKE FAILED. 

It was inexplicable to the authorities 
that Clement should send such a message 
and it was disregarded. The conclusion 
was that he must have sent it under co- 
ercion. The following, received at 9 
p-m. from leading attorneys of the 
mine- owners, bears out this assumptioa:

HASTENING TO THE SPOT. 


Federal Forces on vied Way to Northern 
Idah 

Boiss (Idaho, ) Jnly 12.—[By 
the Associated Press.|| Federal troops 
are now mowWing toward the scene of 
trouble in Nérthern Idaho. Gov. Willey 
received a dispatch from Gen. Ruger, 
saying:. 

Orders have been sent to the command- 
ing officer at Port Sherman to move at once 
with his available force to the scene of dis- 
turbance to ai@ the civil authorities in pre- 
serving peace and preventing destruction 
of life and property. 

The General further said that he had 
also commumicated with the command- 
ing officer at Fort Missoula. The Mis- 
soula troops Were ordered to proceed at 
once to MifMar. Troops from Fort 
Sherman were ordered to move at once 
to Wardner, where they will be re- 
inforced by militia. 

Shortly after sending out these or- 
ders a report was received from i inspec- 
tor-General Curtis that the Bunker 
Hill and Sullivan Companies’ property 
at Wardner was being attacked by 
1000 armedimen andthat a full regi- 
ment of Fed@ral troops was needed im- 
mediately, Gov. Willey then wired to 
Gen. Sch eld as follows: 
Borse Crry (Idaho,) July 12. 
To Gen. BE Schofield, Major-General’ com- 
manding I would sug- 
gest that the” availuble troops at Walla 
Walla, Wash., and Fort Spokane be added 
to those already in motion. 

In reply to the foregoing the Governor 
this evening received a message from 
Gen. Schofleld saying that Gen. Ruger 
had full authority to order all 
troops into the field. 


APPEALS TO WASHINGTON, 


Alarming Dispatches Received by the Two 

Senators from Idaho, 
WasninorTon, July 12.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.| Senators Shoup and Dn- 
bois of Idaho, received a number of dis- 
patches in regard to the mining troubles 
in the Coeur d’Alene region. The first 
ope came from Marshal Pinkham, who 
transmitted a message from a man 
named John Pinch, at Wailace, report- 
ing fighting in the Gem and ‘Frisco’ 
mines and saying: 

We are powerless to stop the conflict and 
fear many. will be killed and the milis 
burned. 

With the telegram containing this 
information the Senators went to call 
on the. President. and Secretary of 
War, but were not ableto see either, 


the President beirg out of the city and 


the Secretary away from the depart- 
ment, They then called on the Attor- 
ney-General, and after a consultation 
with him telezraphed the Governor as 
to the conditions under whieh the 
President would act in the matter of 
calling out the Federal troops to aid in 
maintaining order and preserving the

At. midnight the Senators received 
the following from the Attorney-Gen- 
eral, George. H. Roberts, at Boise City, 
daho: 

The Governor is now preparing to callon 
the President for troops. If possible hare 
Matters arranged so that orders will be 
issued from the War Department to the 
Commander at Fort Sherman to move 
troops by boat via Missoula and Wardner. 
Many lives have already been lost and much 
valuable property destreyed— The mob is 
now moving toward Wardner.

Their sudden arrival in the ab- 
sence of the leaders of the stril- 
ers disconcerted the programme 
for the reception, and the sol- 
diery evidently did not desire such 
treatment fromthe men whom they 
weresent there to keep in order. They 
were received with perfect respect, 
and here andthere an attempt ata 
cheer was set up by the on-looking pop- 
ulace. The troops descended from the 
train, formed silentiy and marched in 
perfect order tothe mills, where they 
took possession.. They deployed their 
artillery across the Monongahela, oppo- 
site. the mills, set pickets all about the 
works, and settled the question of tak- 
ing possession of the town by marching 

one company direct to the strikers’ 
| headquarters, another to the vicinity of 
the depot and athirdto a slight emi- 
nence overlooking and commanding the 
commercial center of the town. ‘Then 
Homestead was in the hands of the mil- 
itary and martial Jaw had succeeded the 
arbitrary reign of the Advisory Com- 
mittee. 

The citizens of Homestead are déeply 
disappointed that the militia thought 
it necessary to occapy the whole town, 
instead of confining themselves to the 
mills, but give no open evidence of the 
fact. It wascomplete acquiescence to 
the power of the State, and as grace- 
fully as they could the strikers accepted 
the inevitable. Lhe batteries across 
the river command the whole tow n, as 
well as the Carnegie works. 

When the militia arrived the strikers’ 
pickets who were stationed about the 
mills, left their posts and congregated 
to watch the soldiers. The strike 
leaders at once sent them back to their 
stations, telling them they had no busi- 
ness to leave their posts. Instructions 
were given then not to let any non- 
union men or

TROOPS FPRATERNIZE WITH STRIKERS. 

No rations have been provided for 
the soldiers, and accordingly they were 
permitted to go into town and get their 
meals. The result was that everybody, 
soldiers and strikers, did a great deal 
too much drinking. Every saloon was 
crowded to its fullest capacity. In 
consequence more drunken men were to 
be seen on the streets than were visi- 
ble altogether during the past week. 
Some soldiers loudly declared that they 
would stack their arms if called upon to 
protect the Pinkertons or non-union 
men, and this spirit is by no means con- 
fined to a few sporadiccases. The talk 
is common on the streets, andin conse- 
quence there isa great increase in friend 
liness between the troops and strikers. 
It appears that 5000 or 4000 troops 
are now at Homestead,, all that will 
be ordered directly to the scene of 
the labor trouble. ~The remainder of 
the National Guard will camp at Mt 
Gretna and various other points, and 
from time to time will relieve by de- 
tachments the military now stationed 
at Homestead. Inthis way the health 
of the 8000 troops will be preserved by 
half the time being spent in the mount- 
ain atmosphere, much more salubrious 
than the air of Homestead. The militia 
will be no disturbance to peace and the 
only reason for ordering out the--en- 
tire National Guard is believed to be an 
intended combine of the annual en- 
campment with the preservation of the 
public peace at Homestead. The im- 
pression, therefore, is prevalent that 
the militia are here to stay three or 
four weeks at least and the battle be- 
tween thé strikers and. mill-owners is 
now one of endurance. An evident 
feeling of dejection has taken posses- 
sion of the men singe the appearance of 
the militia. 

W. D. Bolton, private of Co. G, Fif- 
tecnth Regiment, was one of the detail 
to pee fie mill pumps to work to supply 
camps with water.

The wages 
paid were as follows: Rollers, $250 
to $275 per month; heaters, $185 to 
$190: heaters’ helpers, $130; train 
men, $97 to $120; others, an average 
of $80 per month. 

After making a statement as to the 
catisés of the strike [Frick Was ques- 
tioned regarding the cost of production, 
He declined to answer, saying it was 
not a fair question. He aiso said after 
the Sheriff failed to controlithe strikers 
he employed the Pinkertons. Replying 
to aquestion, he said he had not ap- 
pealed to the Governor, as experience 
had shown its uselessness.

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An Interesting Water Question. 
Wilson & Lamme and Judge W. H. 
Wild have begun a suit in che United 
States Circuit Court which has at- 
tracted but little attention, and yet it 
is a case which, if decided in favor of 
their clients, will settle a principle of 
great importance to the citizens of Los 
Angeles and probably those of many 
other cities and townsin this State. 
The suit is brought by the Santa Ana 
Water Company against the town of 
San Buenaventura and its Board of 
Trustees to enforce a contract made 
and duly signed, the essential features 
of which are embodied in the following:

‘exclusively,’ provided that the parties of 
the first part shall furnish a sufficient sup- 
ply of water as may be necessary for public 
use in case of fire, without charge, and for 
such public fountains as may be established 
by the authorities of said town at such 
rates as may be agreed upon between the 
parties; also thatthe parties of the first 
part shall have the unrestrained right to 
establish such rates for the supply of water 
to private persons as they may deem expe- 
dient, provided that such rates be general. 
That said town shall have the right at the 
termination of fifty years to purchase the 
works erected by the parties of the first part 
or their assigns at a fair valuation, and 
that within the term of one year from this 
date the parties of the first part shall com- 
mence the erection of the necessary works 


and finish the same within two vears from 
this date. 


On the 29th of March, 1870, the 
Legislature of California passed an act 
entitled, ‘‘An act for assessing and col- 
lecting revenue in the town of San 
Buenaventura and approving all ordi- 
nances and proceedings of the Town 
Trustees, which included the ordinance 


authorizing the foregoing contract. ~~ 


In January. 1871, the contract was 
assigned to the Santa Ana Water Com- 
pany, and in October, 1872, the Board 
of Trustees passed an ordinance approv- 
ing and ratifying the transfer of the 
contract. 

The Water Company claims that the 
contract has been carried out in good 
faith; that they have spent a large sum 
of money to complete their works and 
rendec them efficient. The trouble 
which is the groundwork of the suit, is 
that the Board of Trustees of San 
Buenaventura have attempted to fix 
rates which would not pay a sufficient 
revenue to operate the works and pay 
interest on the cost. And in addition 
thereto the Board notified the company 
that if did not charge the rates fixed 
by the Board, proceedings would be 
begun in the courts to forfeit the fran- 
chise and confiscate the works and 
property of the company, as provided 
for by the Constitution of the State. 


‘The water company seeks to enjoin the 


city from enforcing the ordinance fix- 
ing water rates, or from molesting or 
in any way interfering with the execu- 
tion of the contract according to at 
terms. 

The whole case turns upon the ques-

AWFUL DISASTER. 
A Cyclone Steamer on an 
Lake. 


Passengers Drowned Like Rats in the 
Cabin—Nine Bodies Recovered—The 
‘Death List May Reach as 
‘High as Eighteen.

Peoria (Ill.,) July 12. —|By the 


ing was the scene of a horrible catas- 
trophe. A cyclone struck the water 
about 10:30 and capsized the excursion 
steamer Frankie Folsom with a party 

from Pekin. About forty persons were 

on board. All but eighteen have been 
accounted for. Itis believed fully .a 
dozen perished. No ore escaped from 

the cabin. The work of bringing the 
dead ashore is now in progress. 

“PEORIA (Ill.) July 18.—Up to20 ‘clock 
this morning nine bodies have been re- 
covered from the wreck of the’ Frankie 
Folsom and the search continues. The 
list of casualties so far is» as follows: 
Mrs. Frankie Fisher. and daughter, 
Cora, William Wiles, Maud Ford and 
two unidentified bodies, one that of a 
man and the other a woman: It is bee 
lieved that at least six more are in the 
water, but this cannot be verified. 

The river banks present a terrible 
scene. Grief-stricken ¢itizéns of Pekin 
are there in numbers seeking missing 
relatives and friends.» 

Capt. Loesch, of the boat, gives the 
following story of the accident: He 
brought the party, about forty in num- 

ber, up from Pelsin to see the Last Days 
of Pompeii. After the exhibition they 
pulled out, and when in the middle 


of the river the &torm. struck 
them in all its..fury. with. .scarcely 
a’sign of warning, to 
head the steamer toward the shore, 


and, ashe did so, a terriffic ve of 
wind struck the. craft keeled 
it over in nineteen feet of 
water. The scene; which: followed 
beggars description. Men and women 
were thrown into the water, but the 
larger part.of them managed to reach 
the upper guard and cling there until 
help reached them. Their.cries of dis- 
tress were heard from the shore and. 
in spite of the heavy wind a number of 
skiffs went to their assistance and 
gradually they were brought’ to the 
shore. 

Until the list of missing. ‘comes from 
Pekin the exact number of deaths can- 
not be told. The persons drowned were 
nearly allin the cabin whenthe boat 
tipped over. There was no escape for 
them and every one perished. The sur- 
vivors all tell most thrilling tales of the 
disaster and there were many narrow 
escapes. Men and women were pulled 
into the boat, half drowned, and it is 
feared some of them will die frgm ex- 
citement and exposure. 

fam Sutton, Circuit Clerk of Taze-— 
well county, was in the secend boat off 
from the wreck. He saved his’ wife by 
diving do-7n into the cabin of the 
sunken bout. He brought her up ina 
senseless condition, tt it is thought 
she willlive. He said the accident was 
caused by the pilot becoming scared 
when the storm struck them. Had he 
kept the boat headed for the willows on 
the opposite bank there would have 
been no danger. of capsizing. When 
the storm struck the ‘boat there 
was the wildest scene. imaginable. 
Men and women huddled to the side 
from the shore and when the ‘boat 
careened over many were swept off. 
The vessel settled rapidly to the bottom 
ofthe river and every gust.of the tor- 
nado would sweep some poor unfortu- 
nate off in the water. The wind was 
blowing directly off shore, the 
screams of the women and hoarse 
shouts of the men could be heard above 
the fury of the terrible storm. 

Sutton says he is sure the following 
were drowned, for he saw their lifeless 
bodies floating in the ‘water of the 
cabin: Misses Fanny and Anna Poebel, 
William Ripberger, Mrs. Wilham Wiles, 
John Ahrends, Miss Mary, Floth, Mrs, 
Fred Fisher, Miss Cora Fisher, Mrs. 
Duisdeker, Mrs. Beebe, and two girtls 
unknown. Those on the boat who have 
been brought to the shore ‘are sure at 
least'eighteen person were drowned. (So 
far there have been five bodies rescued.

Frightful Loss of Life Caused 
ear Mont Blanc, 


The Eruption of Etna ‘Wipes: Out a 
Small Town in Bielly. 


Young Mackay Forced to Apologize

The Report of the Death of Astor Due to

Panis, July 12.—[By Cable and Asso- 
sociated Press.] A heavy landslide oc- 
curred in the modntains overhanging 
St. Gervaise les Bains, Savoy. Without 
a moment’s warning a large number of 
houses were buried under the miass of 
rock and earth which fell. Thirty dead 
bodies have already been taken out and, 
a number of badly injured persons were 
rescued. St. Gervaise is a watering 
place with suphur springs and is a fa- 
vorite summer resort. 

The disaster occurred at 3 o’clock in 
the morning, when everybody was 
asleep. Beionnassay glacier, which ex- 
tended from the northwest side of Mont 
Blanc, became detached and swept 
down the side of the mountain, carry- 
ing baths and the hamlet of Lafayette 
into the torrent below. Over 150 bod- 
ies have been recovered from the River 
Arve, making with those taken from 
the ruins of buildings, 180. It is not 
believed this will cover the entire loss } 
of life, as many bodies are undoubdt- 
edly under the masses of débris that 
will never be recovered. 

Inmates of the baths were awakened 
about 2:15 a. m. by the sound of rush- 
ing waters and a loud crashing noise. 
Before they were able to leave the 
buildings a torrent filled with débris of 
the village and large masses of ice, 
crashed against the bath-houses. Three 
buildings were totally destroyed and 
one partially, while a fifth build- 


ing sustained no damage. The 
torrent continued into the _ val- 
ley, destroying everything in its 
course. 


The village of Lafayette lying 
inthe valley was almost entirely de- 
molished. Wrecked houses were swept 
on for miles into the Arve. Down the 
latter stream corpses and wreckage 
were seen floating all day long. The 
full mortality is not yet known, It is 
believed seventy-five persons perished 
at the baths alone, and at least fifty in- 
habitants of Lafayette were drowned. 
The latest estimates of the number of 


dead is 130.

THE VENEZUELAN WAR. 


Palacio Heard From—Rebels and Govern- 
ment Troops Fighting. 


Caracas (Venezuela,) July 12.— 
[By Cable and Associated Press. ] 
Ex-Dictator Palacio has issued a 


manifesto from Fort Detrance, Mar- 
tinique, to which he went di- 
rect from La Guayra. It scores his 
military leaders, holding them respon- 


| sible for his misfortunes. 


There was intense excitement in Car- 
acas June 30 caused by reports of a 
bloody battle raging in the vicinity of 
El Guayra, where Guerra and Vega with 
Crespo’s advance column were strongly 
entrenched. All roads leading into the 
capital were lined with wagons bring- 
ing the wounded to the hospitals. The 
number of these was so great as to fill 
all thé hospitals. There was terrific 
slaughter of government troops. All 
business was suspended in Caracas. At 
night Gen. Mendoza, commanding the 
left wing of the government army, tele- 
graphed to the Caracas authorities, 
claiming a glorious victory, alleging 
that the revolutionists were in full 
flight. In the battle the government 
generals, Montverde, Eiaz and Zamosa, 
were killed. The commander of the 
right wing telegraphed into Caracas 
that his men had occupied important 
rebel intrenchments without opposition ;. 
that the enemy had fled to El Guayra,: 
which they were fortifying. 

The rebels were repulsed after several 
hours of hard fighting near Acarigua 
June 27. The fight was renewed at 
Araus, when the government troops 
were defeated with tremendous slaugh- 
ter.

Some Facts Bearing on the Sub- 
ject of Water. 


A Few Points Given on Both Sides 
of the Question. 


Where Weak People Go to Get 
Strong. 


The Colored Republicans form a Club and 
Elect Offticers—Personal Notes 
-and Brevities—Local Items 

of Interest. 


The summer season is once more at hand. 
Once more the sprinkling carts run from 
morning to night, andonce more the pri- 
vate consumers are instructed by the water 
companies at what hours of the day—or. 
mostly night—they may sprinkle their 
lawns and at what hours they must not in- 
dulge in any such pastime. This has hap: 
pened in the face of the fact that for 
months past extensive operations in the 
way of development have been carried on 
at Devil’s Gate, which have increased the 
supply, it is stated, by at least 100 inches. 
Simultaneously with the restrictions as to 
the amount of water to be used comes an 
increase in rates of about 20 percent. It 
is hardly surprising, then, that a good many 
people are mad. They are mad for two 
reasons; first because they were led to be- 
lieve that they would have all the water 
they wanted this summer, and second, be- 
eause they did not anticipate that an in. 
crease in the supply would be accompanied 
by a corresponding raise in rates. 

As was said inthe case. of the Terminal 
road, there are two sides to the question. 
A director of one of the water companies 
was spoken to on the subject yesterday and 
gave in substance the following explana- 
tion: “Although the supply has. been 
largely increased this spring, it has no 
more than kept pace with the growth of 
the town. We need much more water this 
summer than last andit is lucky that we 
are so Well prepared to meet the demand. 
Consumers are not limited to certain hours 
for irrigating purposes or for sprinklitng 
their lawns because there is any scarcity 
of water, but because a certain amount of 
pressure must be maintained for filling 
.the sprinkling carts from the fire-plugs. 
Then again, the consumers on the lowest 
level have the advantage in the matter of 
‘pressure, andit is impossible tor a man on 
higher ground at times to get all the water 
he wants, when his neighbor w him.is 
running at full pressure. This is a misfor- 
tune that no water company can rectify.”’ 

When questioned as to the future supply 
of Pasadena the water man stated with em- 
phasis: “There need be no fears whatever 
on that score. Both water companies have 
-united in the work of development at 
* Devil's Gate, and no expense will be spared 
_.to push it to its ost limit, The next 
step will be to b dam atthe 
proper. This will result in the formation 
ofa mammoth natural reservoir, where 
during the winter an immense body of wa- 
ter will accumulate, which will meet all 
requirements the city and vicinity can 
make upon it for years tocome, no matter 
how dry the season may be. There need be 
no worry but that Pasadena will always 
have all the water she can possibly use.”’ 

On the matter of the raise in rates the 
director called attention to the fact that 
great expense has been incurred, notably 
in the case of the new Villa street reser- 
voir, and thatit would not be fair to the 
stockholders to put the entire burden upon 
them. The fact was emphasized that all 
this work has proved of vast benefit to the 
entire community, and thateyery property- 
owner or iessee should be willing to bear 
his share of the additional expense... 

And thus the matter stands. _

tion is, cana court be created which 
will be abie to determine the rights of 
the parties? I think it possible and 
practical. In the great volume of busi- 
ness, buying and selling the general com- 
modities of the world. the prices are 
fixed by agreement. Whenthere is a 
disagreemeut, the party feeling ag- 
grieved has recourse to the courts. If 
the aggrieved party is a corporation 

and desires the property of an individ- 

ual fer proper purposes and the indi- 
vidual demands more than the corpora- 
tion is willing to pay; it can. in the 
name of the State, bring suit to con- 
demn the property and thus ebtain a 

judicial determination as tothe value. 

The same rule could be applied to the 


the right to be heardina court espe- 
cially created to determine what should 
be the compensation for any and all 
kinds of labor. Each and every em- 
ployé, singly and for himself, should 
have access to this tribunal. 

As to whom should be employed must 
always remain a question to be settled 
by the employer, for no person has a 
right to force another to hire him. 
Such a. rule would open the doors to 
idle and lazy as_ well as the 
unemployed to go intocourt and demand 
situations of those already at work. 
But when a person is hired, and for any 
cause is not satisfied with the compen- 
sation which he receives, the court 
should be open to him to sue for an in- 
crease.
